cane until a more satisfactory explan- 
ation lias been made. 
Commissioner Oyster ot the Dis- 


trict of Columbia police department 
said he would ask for a definite rul- 
ing on tho extent to which diplomat- 
ic Immunity carried. Ho Is awaiting 
a report, ho said, from tho internal 
revenue bureau. In their raids on 
tho bootleg ring Involved, tho police 
entered a residence occupied by Dr. 
V. Sokolowski, secretary of the Po- 
lish legation, where they say about 
$50,000 worth of liquor was locat- 
ed. Immunity was granted on Dr. 
Sokolowskis claim. 
Mr. Oyster also announced today 
that, should tho list of customers 
bo necessary to prosecution ot the 
case, ho would take otcps to bring 
it to light. 
A similar effort Is expected to be 
made by tho district attorney's office 
which, has promised 
to prosecute 
those shown to bo liquor purchasers.

Rule by Minority. 


Through the mcmhors of the 
United States 


Senate and House of .Representatives, tho minor- 
ity of citizens of the United States rule tho na- 
tion. It does not matter whether that minority 
bo democratic, republican or of the insurgent 
bloc now holding up legislation, it Is all tho same 
—not one senator represents the majority of tlic 
population of tlio t,"nltc<l States entitled to vote. 
It Is even so with the House of Representatives 
In Its membership. The aggregate representation 
In the house Is representative of a small minority. 
In Wisconsin It Is tho same as In other states. 


The people of the United States do not vote. , 
The people most concerned do not vote. 
The women of the nation with tho suffrage do 


not vote. 


In tho senate the highest percentage of the 


voting population In represented In Senator Pitt- 
nian, of Nevada, who was elected by 42 per cent 
of the total possible vote of the state. 
Senator 


Stephens of Mississippi, was elected by 7 per 
cent of tho possible vote of the stato which ho 
represents. Therefore 93 per cent of the people 
of Mlsslsslnpl ore unrepresented, and who per- 
haps may not care whether they are or not, or 
have no Interest In voting. Take Senator Tram- 
mel 1 of Florida, with 9 per cent of the possible 
vote; Senator Swanson of Virginia, with 10 per 
cent and Senator Mayfleld, known as the "Ku 
Klux senator," with 12 per cent and we have 
some example of small percentages of the vote 
represented by these men from tho south. These 
cases are typical of southern representation. 


We are deo.Hng only with tho vote of 1922 
when 


1or the first time a great many women exercised 
the right of suffrage. 


But If tho south Is ruled by minorities, we have 


no less a condition tor the northern states though 
the percentages are slightly higher. In the elec- 
tions of 1922 there were several senators chosen 
•who claim to bo the voico of the people—make i 
greater and noisier claim? than any other senators 
Minnesota furnishes two of these, Wisconsin an- 
other. In Minnesota there are, according to the 
United States census, 1,237,203 persons entitled 
to vote. 
In the election of 1922 the total vote 


"cast was G90.S29. 
There were 5-16,374 persons 


who did not vote. The voting citizens represent 
58 per cent of the total. Senator Shipstcad re- 
ceived 325,372 or 20 per cent of the total qualified 
vote of Minnesota. Magnus Johnson received even 
a less percentage. In Minnesota there are, by 
reason of their own neglect and indifference or 
failure, 911,831 citizens who arc not represented 
In the United States senate. 


Brookhart represents but 29 per cent of the 


vote of Iowa: Howcll, of Nebraska, 32 per cent; 
Frazlcr, of North Dakota, but 35 per cent; Sen- 
ator La Follcttc 28 per cent of the vote of Wis- 
consin. The vote of Wisconsin is interesting and 
forms one of tho great object lessons to tho peo- 
ple as to the need for an educated citizenship 
and tho exercise of the right of franchise which 
Is a heritage of the American people, now abused 
and flouted. 
The Wisconsin situation will be 


analyzed In another article in these columns. We 
may talk about the need for Americanization but 
it would seem that our greatest need Is for the 
education of tho American people. It ought to 
be so popular to vole that it would be looked 
upon as an offense If one has not cast a ballot on 
ejection day or nt tho primary which In Wiscon- 
sin Is of sill! more Importance.

Washington.—Necessity, says an old adage, is 


tho mother of invention. The wholo world has 
been informed in tho years sinew the Armsiticc 01 
tho depths of depreciation to which tho onco 
proud mark, tho monetary unit of the German 
people, has sunk. It has become of so little val- 
ue that the lower denominations of tho currency 
—such as mere hundreds and 
thousands—have 


been wrapped up into packages 
and 
used 
as 


blocks for children to play with. 
Ono German 


mark used to bo worth nearly as iiitio as tho 
American quarter; now there is nothing so sni.il 
or cheap that one mark could buy it. 
In the 


ordinary purchases of articles of necessity tho 
prices must bo quoted in hundreds, even thousands 
of marks. 


Such a situation could not last indefinitely, es- 


pecially since It lias been getting progressively 
worse each month. 
The German people, faced 


with the necessity ot doing something to stabilize 
their currency, have invented a new medium, the 
•rontemnark. 
It represents the latest experiment 


in national finance. 


A few weeks ago the German government Is- 


sued a decroo establishing a now bank of Issue, 
known as Tho Rontcnbank. It has already be- 
gun operations but tho plan still Is regarded a» 
in the experimental stage. 
The capital of the 


bank Is 3,200,000,000 rentenmark. 
Tho renton- 


murk Is the new unit. It has the value of 1.2700 
kilo of pure gold or at the rate of 2700 renten- 
mark to ono-kilo of gold. A 
kilo 
or 
kilogram 


weighs about 2.2. pounds. 


The capital of The Rcntenbank is being raised 


by compulsory levies upon tho real property of 
tho German nation. 
To be recognized as having 


valuo nnd stability all paper currency must have 
value back of It. 
The reason that American pa- 


per currency Is stable is that the people know 
that gold is piled up in thr treasury to make It 
good. 
The trouble with the German murk was 


that the pcoplo learned that there was practically 
no gold reserve back of it. 
Therefore the first 


move In establishing this new currency was to 
put value back of It. No gold was available, so 
tho government decree automatically placed a 
sort of mortgage on practically all of the real 
estate and other actual properly in the country, 
to the extent of 4 percent of. Its value. 


One-half of tho capital Is contributed In thl.i 


way by the holders of agricultural land which 
has come to bo regarded as the most valuable of 
all socurltlc.j In Germany. 
Holders of city prop- 


erly have been exempted because, by government 
regulation, rents have boon kept on a very low 
bawls. Tills has reduced the romparallvo value of 
the city property and. therefore, It was consider- 
ed, unfair and unnecessary to include such hold- 
Ings. 


Factories 
and 
such 
industrial 
properties, 


whether In city or country, however, contribute 
to tho extent of -I per cent of their value. The 
owners ot thr.sc properties turn over bonds which 
arc mortgages upon their holdings to the Ron- 
tenbank. These run live years and pay C per cent 
Interest.

With these mortgages or liens on both the ag- 


ricultural and Industrial property of tho country 
as a basis of value, Tho Renlcnbank Is issuing 
rentenmark. 
Tho holder of a rentenmark Is the 


owner to the extent of a very small fractional 
proportion of the gonoral mortgage on tho phy- 
sical property of the whole country. In the same 
way, the holder of a $1 bill In American money 
Is owner to that extent of tho gold piled in the 
treasury. 


Under tho decree, the government Is to receive 


tho sum of 1.200.000.000 rentenmark from the 
new bank in the form of a loan to help pay the 
expenses of tnc state. 
Of this sum, 300,000.000 


rentenmark bear no Interest. 
The decree makes 


tho new currency receivable for all debts to tho 
government such ns taxes, but the entenmark 
has not boon specillcally declared a legal tender. 
Presumably, if tho experiment works successfully, 
It will bo so declared. 


Tho German government regards the renten- 


mark as an intermediate step toward absolute 
return to tho gold standard and is creating a spe- 
cial commission to study the problem further. 
It 


is hoped that the existence of tho rentenmark.will 
stabilize Gorman business while the new cur- 
rency reform plan is being perfected. 
As an ad- 


ditional stabilizing measure. tho Rclchsbank has 
been authorized'to issue circulating notes secured 
by any holdings of British pounds, American dol- 
lars or gold which may happen to come into its 
possession, a.s safe security for circulating notes. 


The new rentenmark Is an effort to give tho 


public confidence in the clculatlng medium. 
If 


they have confidence in the claims of the now es- 
tablishment that tho new paper money actually 
Is secured by the real property of tho nation and 
It tho notes arc accepted nt face value, Ger- 
many will have made a long stride back toward 
financial solidity. 
It will not bo long before 11 


will bo known whether tho experiment Is work- 
Ing. 
If the rentcnniark once starts to depreciate, 


it probably will bo difficult to stop It following 
the path of tho old German mark. 
The next 


month or two will tell the story.

est to Americans in view of the fact that it ap- 
pears to have been modeled 
after 
a 
currency 


scheme Invented by Benjamin Franklin. 
In the 


parly days of Pennsylvania history, before the 
war of the American Revolution, the finances of 
tho Pennsylvania Proprietary were in bad shape 
and Franklin, then a young man, conceived the 
Idea ot basing an Issue on the land values of the 
province. 


Bills of credit were issued to farmers and oth- 


ers who paid G per cent Interest to tho govern- 
ment for the use of tho credit. The Interest col- 
lected built a now State House for Pennsylvania 
and assisted In other government financing. 
In 


addition, the credit notes increased the prosper- 
ity of Pennsylvania considerably as they stimu- 
lated trade. 


Tho German rentenmark does not duplicate the 


Franklin bills of credit because no interest Is 
paid for thoir use nnd because of other gonoral 
differences, but there Is a fundamental similarity 
in that both tho issues use land values and real 
property ns a basis of thoir security. 


One throat throws somewhat ot a shadow over 


tho now currency; that Is the threat of the op- 
eration of Gresham's law. 
This is n, law of cur- 


rency which holds that where two qualities of 
money arc In circulation, a superior and an In- 
ferior quality, tho inferior money will drive out 
tho supclor' kind. 


If the German people hoard the more valuable 


rentenmark, and insist upon offering only the old 
marks when they are making purchases, llio sta- 
bilizing effect ot tho now medium will be lost.
